T h e D e m o c ra ts a n d R e g u b m issio b ists o f 
K a n s a s H o ld C on v en tio n s. 
Wichita (Kan.), September 9th.—The Demo" 
cratic and Resubmissionist State Conventions 
m et to-day. The Kesubmissiocists compose a 
factiou ol the Republican party w hica opposes 
prohibition, favors high license aud is striving 
to obtain, through the Legislature, the resub 
mission oí the prohibitory am endm ent to a vole 
of the people. To attaiu these ends they formed 
a separate party aud fused with the Democrats. 
Both Conventions m et at the same hour iu dif­ 
ferent buildings. 
The Democratic Convention elected John S. 
Sheredin ol Paola tem porary Chairm an, aud 
recess was taken. During the recess a sub-com­ 
m ittee conferred w ith one from the Resubmis- 
sionists on resolutions, and reported a platform 
to the full com m ittee 
Ou reassem b.ing. the 
Democra ic Convention m ade m e tem yorary or­ 
ganization perm anent, aud adopted a platiorm . 
it declares opposition to paternalism iu the 
governm ent ot State and national atlairs: de­ 
plores the tendency m anifesté s by the preacher 
politicians who pose as leaders of the Republi­ 
can party i:i this State to m ake religious belief 
a test of elegibility for political pr lerm ent; de­ 
e ares the Federal election bill a legitim ate off­ 
spring of the party which filched" the Presi­ 
dency; favors a tariff based upon public neces­ 
sity ; the free coinage of silver, aud a liberal 
pension law. It expresses sym pathy with lab, r 
in Us struggle w ith insatiate money power, 
w hether in the factory or on the farm ; oppo-es 
sum ptuary legislation, and dem ands an early 
resubmission of the prohibitory am endm ent, 
believing that prohibition has brought upon the 
people of the State incalculable eviis. and de 
clares em phatically in favor ol high license and 
local option. A nother plauk asks the people of 
K ansas to repudiate Senator Ingalls, the man 
who denounced reform in poiitics as a dream , 
declared th at a demagogue has no place in 
politics, and expressed the belief that m e useoi 
money aud the em ploym ent of hired Hessians 
iu cam paigns was justifiable. 


T H E P.ESIEM I9SIO X 1STS. 
Wichita, Septem ber 9th.—The Republican 
Resubmission Convention selected D, A Bauta, 
of Great Bend, tem porary Chairm au, aud the 
organization w as soon afterw ard made perm a­ 
nent. About 310 delegates were present. The 
Committee on Resolutions reported a platform 
pledging loyalty to the principles ol ihe Na­ 
tional Republican paity; favoring reciprocity; 
dem ands the free coinage of silver; such a 
modification of the tariff as will give equal pro­ 
tection to agriculture and m anufactures; an 
equitable bankrupt law, and liberal pension 
laws. 
On the question of prohibition the platform 
sass: 
"W e arraign the party m anagers in this 8tate 
as disloyal lo the principles and unlaitblul to 
the interests of the Republican party. 
We 
charge th at they have put the party in Kansas 
out of harm ony w ith the National Republican 
party; and thereby absolved us fram all obliga­ 
tions to no longer acknowledge their leader­ 
ship. Lured by seductive wiles of im practical 
visionaries, they have com m itted the party to 
extravagance aud lollies w hich,unless prom ptly 
checked, will bankrupt aud depopulate the 
State. 
These things im pel us, as the only 
m ethod which promises success, to sink party 
platform s to Slate politics for a tim e aud unite 
with such ot our fellow citizens of the State as 
share our convictions, without regard to party, 
for the purpose of correcting the lollies into 
which we have been betrayed and thus pre­ 
serve the good nam e and insure the future pros­ 
perity of the State. 
“ We are opposed to prohibition. Ten years’ 
trial has dem onstrated its total Inefficiency as a 
tem perance measure. It is a revival of au ob­ 
solete iorm ol paternal governm ent, and en- 
tire'y opposed to the genius and spirit of the 
age. It is au enem y of the fundam ental princi­ 
ples of our civilization, aud destroys that in­ 
alienable right of a citizen to determ ine for 
him self w'hat m ethod w ill preserve his own 
happiness without interfering with the rig! tso f 
others, which principle is the bari- of our liber­ 
ties and the hope of our restitutions.

ter in any way, the profits of capital, rates of

during the same period, aud ascertain w hether 
the particular rates have operated to increase 
or dim inish the production in the United States, 
etc. Ascertain in w hat particulars the customs 
duties existing Irom tim e to time operate in ­ 
juriously or favorably to Am ericau m anufac­ 
tures aud production: the effect of customs d u ­ 
ties upon the pri e of the agricultural produc­ 
tions of the country, their sale in the United 
States m arket, and cou um ptlon iu the United 
States; ascertain the effeei of such duties as et- 
iecting the em ploym ent and wages ol labor, 
ar.d a comparison with other countries: ascer­ 
tain the growth aud developm ent of the princi­ 
pal m anufacturing indu tries affected by the 
tariff schedule iu England, France.

The float w*s received with 
shouts of applause, w hich seemed to enthuse 
the hearts ol the old veterans, who were prod 
ding a ong soliloquizing w hether It were tie'ter 
to tram p weary and footsore over the plains aud 
m ountains in order to reach California, or over 
the cooblesioues of San Francisco after forty 
years of progress. 
The Mexican Veterans in cartiages, m arshaled 
by W. G. Lee, were followed by Colonel Steven­ 
son's com m aud of California Volunteers and the 
Society of Pioneers, led by President Mont­ 
gomery. After these there were two elaoorate 
floats representing Agriculture and Horticulture 
iu 1890. california products were displayed in 
the greatest prolusion.

The New York Times is a pessimist. 
It

scratch with a criticism against the ad­ 
ministration. 
Its latest gmwl is about the silver bill, 
which it asserts was passed with the at­ 
taching suspicion that some of the mem­ 
bers of Congress were speculating in silver 
“on margin.” 
But this is how it arrives 
at the conclusion. 
There 
is, says the 
Ttitit', a report that some of the members 
of the Senate and the House have specu­ 
lated in silver since the passage of the 
bill: 
If they have done it since, there is no reason 
Why one should not believe that they did it be­ 
fore the pas ace of the bill. There were numer­ 
ous persous sufficiently interested in the success 
of the measure to induce them to “carry" silver 
for t’ougre=sinen with votes to cast that might 
add very much to the market value of the 
commodity, and these persons would have con­ 
sidered it no hardship to accept a nominal 
m argin and to guarantee the Congressmen 
against loss. 
That is the argument of the dishonest 
and the cowardly; of the man who is al­ 
ways impugning the motives of his fel­ 
lows; of the person who suspects that 
every

has 
his 
price, 
and 
who can form no 
conception of 
na­ 
tive honesty. 
For, 
it 
will 
be noted, 
that 
the 
Times has 
no 
evidence 
in 
the case; it does not even make a cbargei 
it saddles upon the back of “it is reported,” 
a monstrous libel by innuendo, to the 
effect that Congressmen voted for the 
silver bill in order to make money by 
speculating in silver “on a margin.” 
W e blush for journalism when any rep­ 
resentative of it sinks to such a pettv- 
fogging level in treating a great national 
subject. 
If, as the Salt Lake Tribune well 
suggests, it is a defensible conclusion or 
suspicion that members voted for silver to 
make money out of it, it is more defens­ 
ible to conclude that silver was demone­ 
tized and kept demonetized for seventeen 
years for similar reasons. 
The Times' sus­ 
picion, put afloat to poison the minds of 
men, will not bear analysis. 
If, after the 
passage of the bill, any member bought or 
sold silver bullion, he did what he had a 
right to do, and that which in no way 
could affect his duty or obligation as a 
Congressman. 
It in no manner warrants 
the mean aud sneaking insinuation that 
he speculated prior to the passage of the 
bill, or upon the strength of its passage. 
The silver bill was passed because a 
majority of the people demanded its pas­ 
sage. 
WThether one agrees with its policy 
or not, he must, if honest, concede that 
much. 
It was passed because it was the 
only way in which the pudding could be 
proven. 
That Congress was bought and 
sold on the proposition, we do not believe, 
nor is there a scintilla of proof adduced to 
warrant even the faiute3t thought of such 
a suspicion. 


THE BILL IN A NUTSHELL. 


A Pioneer W ho Insists T hat B e W as Not 
the Hero So Often P ainted. 
Editors Record-Usion. In the San Fran­ 
cisco Gall of Septem • er 9th appeared a history 
of the pioneers of ’ aiifornia, including John A. 
Sutter. The whole article is of the usual con­ 
tradictory style, and inaccurate as to dates, etc. 
A gentleman named D. C Swasey, in a forth­ 
coming history of pioneer days, is to give an en­ 
tirely different account of the life of Sutter 
to that which has been served out to the public 
since early days by the innumerable would-be 
historians. 
Swasey, denies Sutter credit for the good 
qualities heretofore claimed for him, and repre­ 
sents him as an intriguer who used every means 
to further his own interests at the expense of 
others; a deserter from the Government to 
wnich he had sworn allegiance in its time of 
peril; an adventurer who quarreled with every 
associate; a merchant who never paid a debt he 
could avoid; a schemer whose energy was but a 
phase of reckless enthusiasm, and wnose execu­ 
tive ability was such that he could only control 
Indians. ‘The author goes even further and 
charges him with plotting against the United 
States while pretending friendship for the peo­ 
ple, and offers the proof in Sutter's own hand­ 
writing. 
■ 
These declarations of Mr. Swasey are mainly 
true, but Sutter nevar acted independently, be­ 
ing influenced bytile advice of others. He was 
not an adventurer, but circumstances forced 
him from country to country- He even left 
California, where he had made his fortune and 
was pensioned by the people 
All the stories 
told by former historians were but tales of 
Sutter’s own telling, and in which he figured as 
a hero. There is no outside proof to substanti­ 
ate them. But truth is bound to assert itself, 
and I believe Mr Swasey to be the agent in this 
case 
Therefore, before he publishes his his­ 
tory, I would like to have a conversation w ith 
him, as I am the only person living who knew 
Sutter irom the beginning to the end ol his 
career in America.

THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Final Arrangem ents for Its Im provem ent 
to Be Made To-Day.

If the cost of the 
work should be greater or less thauthe estimate 
each of the parties to the agreement will pay 
their pro rata on the above basis. 
At to day’s meeting it Í3 expected that an 
agreement in writing to this effect will be 
signed by the Trustees on behalf of the city, the 
Supervisors on behalf of the county, and the 
members of the Executive Committee appointed 
at the recent Oak Hall meeting of owners of 
low lands between here aud Snodgrass Slough.

Hopkins A Bro. have a fine display of wood 
an d willow-ware, and Messrs. Crouch A Lyman 
of fine gas-tixtures, plum bing, etc. 
T here are m any other m eritorious exhibits in 
th e m ain hall, but those m entioned above may 
be classed among the more noticeable features. 
The county exhibits are confined to Sacra­ 
m ento, Colusa, Yolo and Hum boldt, each of 
w hich will m ake a strong bid for the first pre­ 
m ium . Sacram ento’s exhibit w ill far surpass 
an y heretofore m ade by this county, altnough 
confined mostly to products of the soil—grains, 
fruits, nuts, vegetables, etc. The other local 
industries, w ith one or two notable exceptions, 
are either represented by individuals or om itted 
altogether. This is an error th a t should not be 
com m itted in the future ; for w hile Sacram ento 
is chiefly an agricultural county, it is also the 
hom e of varied industries, w hich should be 
represented iu a county exhibit. The Grangers 
have looked after their interests very closely 
aud w ith com m endable zeal, but am ong other 
classes of producers there has been not only no 
concert ot action, h ut practically no action 
at all. 
The Colusa county exhibit occupies the same 
jKMition it did last year -th e annex at the ju n c­ 
tion of M achinery and Agricultural Im plem ent 
Halls. It em braces all the leading industries 
of the county, and attracts m uch favorable 
com m ent from visiters. 
The Yolo exhibit is not yet in place, but that 
of H um boldt is approaching completion. Like 
th at m ade by the same county last year, it pos­ 
sesses features uuite different from o 'h er coun y 
exhibits, but w hich interest visitors greatly. 
T here are specim ens of rare woods and lum ber; 
potatoes th at would alm ost cause an Irishm an 
to adm it th eir superiority over anything that 
his own isle can produce: apples of great size 
au d flavor, besides other trults. and a host of 
productions characteristicol that county. There 
are also m any novelees, including a stuffed 
m am m oth gr .....y boar aud a large collection 
o f Indian weai ons ot warfare, such as war- 
Clubs, spears, lances, bows arrows, etc. 
"rile gallery also contains several large and

The Riverside road was literally alive w ith 
vehicles, pedestrians and bicycle riders yester­ 
day m orning at the hour announced for the 
start in the bicycle race. 
The five racers were on hand prom ptly on 
tim e and took up th eir positions at the toll- 
gate. The course was from the gate to Oak 
Hall, a distance of about three and a quarter 
miles. Al. Rivett, H enry Toll and L. S. Upson 
were the scratch m en, and Brown aud Leadbet- 
ter the handicap men. 
Before the start was m ade the know ing ones 
picked on Rivett as the w inner and subsequent 
events proved that they guessed rightly. R ivett 
looked a winner, too, as he was in splendid 
condition and "fit to race for his life,” to use a 
popular sporting term. 
Brown was the first m an sent off. A m inute 
and a half later the next handicap m an, L ead- 
better, m ade his start aud went speeding on his 
way in Brown’s wake. H alf a m inute elapsed 
then before the scratch m en, Rivett, Toll and 
Upson, were sent off and the race was under 
way. These three set a furious pace th at soon 
began to close up the gap between them and 
the handicap m en. They kept well together 
for about a m ile aDd then Toll dropped back. 
The handicap m en were passed and on the last 
m ile the race was between Rivett and Upson, 
and a beautiful race it was, too. They kept 
neck-and-neck to w ithin fifty yards of tiie fin­ 
ishing line, and were fuirly flying. The pace 
was telling on Upso ¡, aud Rivett. taking advan­ 
tage of tnis, m ade a grand spurt iu the last 
titty yards, which won him tbe race. 
Upson m ade a gallant struggle, and won the 
heaity congratulations of his friends aud the 
spectators. R iveti's excellent condition and 
staying qua Tries helped nim to victory more 
than anj thing else, and w hen the race was 
over he was com paratively fresh. The watches 
showed that he had covered the distance in 10 
m inutes and 50 seconds. 
Rivett holds the State 
cham pionship m edal for one m ile for 1800. 
Toll would have done m uch better had the 
distance been shorter. 
He is one of tn e fastest 
m en in the State, but three and a quarter m iles 
is too lar for him . Last year at Stockton he set 
the pace in the race In w’hich Klwell broke the 
Pacific coast record for a m ile. 


CHARLES H. DEWEY. 


A F ortn er Sacram en to B u siu ess M an D ies 
In M ichigan. 
The death is annouuced at B attle Creek, 
Mich., on the 27th of August, of Charles H. 
Dewey, a form er Sacram entan, but who for sev­ 
eral years past had been a resident oi Om aha. 
Mr. Dewey was born in Kennebec county, 
Maine, and lived during his boyhood days in 
Ohio. He was one of the first m en to rush to 
California in 1S19 in search of a fortune iu the 
gold fields w hich had just been discovered. He 
spent seven years in C ali'ornia and on the P a­ 
cific coast, and m et w ith tbe usual ups and 
downs of an adventurer's life. 
In 1855 Mr. Dewey cam e to Sacram ento, where 
he m et A. J. Simpson, another of Om aha's old 
settlers, and they formed a co-partuership in 
the carriage business. They rem ained together 
for upw ards of two years and a half, w hen Mr. 
Dewey returned East, locating in Indiana, 
w here he engaged iu the furniture business. 
L ater he removed to Om aha aud established 
the firm ol Dewey A Stone, now the Dewey A 
Stone F urniture Company. 
Mr. Dewey had a natural taste for travel, a 
taste that he gratified, after his success iu busi­ 
ness w arranted i>, to an extent that gave him 
the title of “the great Om aha traveler.” 
He 
w ent to Europe for his health iu 1870, aud m ade 
a tour of the contineut, aud since that tim e has 
visited almost every place of note in th e known 
world. He was iu Paris during a part of the 
Franco-Prussian war, aud watched with a deep 
interest the srirriug events of that period. 
He 
was in Paris again in 1878, as one of the United 
States Commissioners, appointed by President 
A rthur, to the W ood's Exposition. 
He took a 
trip around the world in 1881, sailing from San 
Francisco, and from that t me to his death trav­ 
eled almost continuously. He w asplanuiug a n ­ 
other trip around the world w hen he was taken 
w ith his last illness.

It W ill H old Its A n n u al

The 
great team shoot at live oirds, for tbe 8500 
trophy offered by tbe Selby Company, and now 
held by the Pscifies, has been set for the open­ 
ing event. From the present outlook it will be 
tbe greatest live pigeon contest ever held in this 
State. 
T he individual shoot for the Fay diam ond 
badge bas been arranged for the third day, aud 
it is thought there w ill be u D w a rd of fifty con­ 
testants. The new and rapid system of shoot­ 
ing has been adopted, five m en goiDg to the trap 
at once, thus gtvtug anim ation aud zest to the 
affair. The blue-rock m atches will afford oppor­ 
tunities tor those inclined to this style of sport, 
aud a large num ber of special prizes have been 
secured lor these eve Ls. 
The I’acifics have introduced a novelty in the 
way of a ten-bird pigeon m utcb, kuown as a

E astern ers H avin g T h eir E yes O pened 
to C aliforn ia's P rod u ctiven ess. 
The Eastern papers are advertising California 
in great shape, this year, as a fruit producing 
State. And well they m ay, as nearly all the 
fruit the people of the East have eaten this sum ­ 
m er cam e from California. 
The Boston Transcript says: " Ih e re have been 
no peach trains, or even cars, from the South 
this season—a fact th at is rem arkable. The erop 
in the couth was sDOiled by w hat are known as 
‘the yellows.” 
However, there are, of course, 
peaches in the m arket, but they all come from 
California. The fruit is good, aud prices are 
high.” 
The long trains, loaded with the products of 
California s orchards, which roll through Mis­ 
souri daily, causes the St. Louis Globe-Oemoerat 
to rem ark that "thousands and thousands ot 
Ea-tern collars are rolling into California this 
season, in exchange ior the fruits of that State. 
The superb qualities of California peaches, 
pears aud apricots have beeu abundantly showu 
to m illions of Eastern people this year, and it 
ntcaus a continued and increasing dem and for 
these products through years to com e.” 
If the St. Louis paper had said “m illions and 
m illions of Eastern dolíais,” it_ would have 
come nearer the m ark. And when one stops to 
reflect tnat the great bulk of this fruit that is 
tickling the palates of our neighbors across the 
continent comes from the Sacram ento and 
other sm aller valleys and the foothills of the 
central portion of the State, he cannot but w on­ 
der why it is that hundreds of thousands of 
acres of fine fruit land lies uncultivated. 
Sacram ento lies in the center of tne fertile 
section that produces most of the truit now 
raised in the State, aud is the chief shipping 
poin'. The county is Itself one of the most pro­ 
ductive ol those devoted to fruit-culture, and 
ships enorm ous quantities every season, as well 
as vegetables. All of which m eans that the 
people beie have a prosperous future in store 
ior them . 
But there ts pi nty of room for more 
to come In and acquire w ealth aud comforts.

Eo itha jipto n, Sep’em ber 9th.—The stokers 
m ade a riotous dem onstration to-night, and 
were only dispersed at the point of the bayonet. 
T bs trouble began « ith the dock laborers pre­ 
se n tin g the departure of several trains. Two

com panies of infantry arrived and diove the 
m ob away Irom the rads. 
T he dockraen m ade a desperate aUem nt to 
break the line formed by the troops. Some of 
them t o k the horses from the cabs an 1 cha:ged 
furiously upon the sol iers. The trooas, how­ 
ever. sio; d firm, an d repeatedly repulsed the 
strikers. 
A num ber of horses were b.yoneted, 
an d some of the soldiers seriously wounded. 
Volley alter volley of stoues were throw n at ihe 
troops an d several soldiers were severely in ­ 
jured. 
The Mayor read the riot act. This only added 
to the fury of the mob. a portion ot which 
storm ed the M ayor's 
busiuea- premises and 
sm ashed every window iu th e place. The troops 
w ere cow supplied w ith ball cartridges and 
ordered to charge. 
For a m om ent the rioters m ade a resistance, 
but seeing m any of their num ber fall pierced by 
th e bayonets ol the soldiers, the mob broke and 
iled iu w ild disorder. The excitem ent through 
o u t to e city to-night is intense, and further 
trouble is feared. 


C H IM ESE IM M IG R A T IO N . 


T h e t'a n n d in n T ra d e C o n g ress A sks th a t 
it b e S to p p e d . 
Ottaw a, Septem ber ith —A deputation rep­ 
resenting the Dominion T ra le Congress caiied 
on sir John McDonald to day and urged the 
G overnm ent to place further restrictious upon 
th e im portation of Chinese, even to the ex.ent 
o f not allowing them to enter Canada, and 
asked that it be m ade illegal to employ Chinese 
in the mines. 
Sir John, in answer, said th at no questions 
. E nron an im m igrants were belter and more tr e ­ 
fe: ted th an the Chinese, but the Canadian Par­ 
liam ent could not pass a Chinese exclusion act, 
for the Im perial authorities would have their 
say iu the m atter. Iu his opiniou the pro­ 
hibition of i bínese im m igration would be a 
m istake. If the United Sta'es persisted in its 
present policy, the Chinese Governm ent m ight 
retaliate against them , and th at w ou'd be to the 
advantage of the Dom inica.
